2. The application has been amended as follows: claims 3-6, 8-10, 12-14, 16-24, 
27-33, 36, 40, 41 , 45, 46, 58, 59, and 61 all state, "an instrument panel" in line 1 . This 
should be modified to read: [An] A configurable instrument panel. 

3. Additionally claim 12 currently reads in part, located on the users side in line 2. 
This should be modified to read: located on the [users] user's side. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
either alone or in combination teaches a configurable instrument panel comprising a 
vehicle instrument panel display including a rear projection display screen; a plurality of 
physical control details, an electro-optical sensing system and a computer to determine 
the current position of the plurality of physical control details. The prior art does not 
disclose alone or in combination wherein said electro-optical sensing system has a field 
of view which encompasses all of the control details and senses a current position of 
each of the plurality of physical control details based on reflected light.
